Biography In Miniature 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt 


Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the first President of the 


United 


States to serve more than two terms, was born January 30, 1882 at 


Hyde Park, New York. He was the 


son of James and Sarah Roose- 


velt. He was a direct descendant of Claes Roosevelt who came to this 
country from Holland in 1649. Franklin Roosevelt’s father was a law- 
yer and a fourth cousin of Theodore Roosevelt and his mother was 
the daughter of Warren Delano, a banker, 

He attended Groton, a preparatory school, took his A.B. degree 
at Harvard and later, a three-year law course at Columbia. 

On March 17, 1905, he married Eleanor Roosevelt, daughter of 


Elliott Roosevelt, a brother of Theodore Roosevelt. 


To them were 


born four sons and one daughter. The daughter is now Mrs, John 
Boettiger and the sons, James, Franklin Jr., John and Elliot are in 


the armed service. 


For a time Franklin Roosevelt practiced law. In 1910 he was elec- 
ted to the New York State Senate and in 1913 he became assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. In 1918, he served as liaison officer in the 
European war zone with the American naval forces. 

In 1921 he was stricken with infantile paralysis and went to 
Warm Springs for treatment. Here he helped in the organization of 
a national foundation for the treatment of poliomyelitis and it was 
here that he often went himself for rest and treatment. During his 
time as president, his birthday was celebrated with gatherings in 
this country, which eventually developed into the “March of Dimes,” 
which brought many thousands of dollars for the relief of those 
stricken with the dread infantile paralysis. 


Like all great men, 


especially 


those in public life, Franklin 


Roosevelt had many enemies. There were many who disagreed with 
his policies and others who disliked the man, himself, He apparently 
had few acquaintances. People either hated him or loved him. For 


everyone who blamed him, there were others who praised, Consider- 
ing that he received four million votes ahead of the late Wendell 
Willkie, and got 449 to 82 of the electoral votes, it is evident that 
his friends out-numbered his enemies. 

If the criticism against him bothered him to any extent, Frank- 
lin Roosevelt gave little evidence of it, unless, his steadily failing 
health was an indication, That he was failing in health, showed very 
plainly in the newsreel and newspaper pictures in which he appear- 
ed. His face was lined, his eyes sunken and his body almost emaci- 
ated. It is quite evident that the terrific strain under which he lived 
and worked was too much for a man handicapped as he was by the 


effects of polio. 


He had an unfailing sense of humor 


and could enjoy jokes at 


his own expense. On several occasions, he personally congratulated 
actors who had given humorous impersonations of him and both he 
and his wife laughed at jokes on her extensive travels. 

This brings us to that April day, when he is sitting in the little 
cottage in Warm Springs, not far from the children he had helped 
picture of him. His valet and his 
little dog Falla are with him. Falla, who has been his constant com- 
panion at the White House and on all his trips—the little dog who 
has been photographed almost as much as his master and whom that 


so much. An artist is painting a 


master has petted and spoiled. 


Suddenly, the president speaks, “I have 


a terrific headache.” 


Then he slumps in his chair. His valet lifts him, carries him to bed 
and calls for help. The President sinks into a coma and then—it’s 
over. Franklin Delano Roosevelt is dead. 

The word is flashed around the world and those hearing it are 
stunned. In all the words that are spoken, in all the grief expressed, 


the one thing is stressed—the pity 


that this man who had _ lived 


through all the tragedy and bitterness of war, could now, never en- 


joy the triumph which would come with victory and peace. 
And so he lies in a grave in Hyde Park, in the garden where he 


had played as a boy. 


What more fitting epitaph could be given to him than the lines 


from Shakespeare’s Richard IT? 


. His body to that pleasant country’s earth, 
His soul unto his captain Christ, 
Under whose colors he had fought so long.”
